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1. Military Post 


This military post covers an area of about 200,000 square meters. The 
area is rectangular in shape, about 500 meters long and 400 meters wide. 

The main entrance, which is on Beregovskaya Ulitsa (Ukrainian: Beregivska). 
is flankfed:. by large barrack buildings, which are from 100 to 150 meters 
long and about 30 meters wide. All these buildings are three-storied and 
are of grayish- yellow stuccoed brick with tile roofs. The same type of 
building is seen on Ulitsy Molotova and Shevchenka. There are other 
barracks in the center of the po&% as well as weapons depots, garages, 
and vehicle repair shops. The po$i has a rather large motor pool. 

The mess hall, which was built in -.*950, is squarely in the center 
of the post area. There is also a& Army club here. 
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Oil Base 


The administration hull ding of the oil base is a corner building which was 
Xt is about 60 meters long (30 meters from the corner to 
each end) and .15 meters wide. It is two stories high and is constructed 
of brick which has been covered with whitewashed stucco. The upper part 
of the building is gray; the roof is red tile. All the administrative 
offices of the Mukachevo oil base are located in this one building On

This printing 
office prints the rayon newspapers and all kinds of administrative material 
for organizations. Until 1950, this printing office also made rubber stamps. 
However, early in that year the MOB decreed that only the Zakarpatskaya 
Oblast printing office in Uzhgorod was authorized to produce rubber stamps. 
The printing office has about 100 employees. 


25* Mukachevo Mining Office Garage and Repair Shops 


Formerly, the administrative offices of Shakhtostroy (Mines Construction) 
and Shakhtoeksploatatsiya (Mines Development) were located, on Ploshchad 
Stalina in Mukachevo. However, in spring 1951, these offices were moved 
to the site of the coal mines at Berezinka, a village southeast of 
Mukachevo. These consist of several workshops and nark ing grounds, and 
about JL00 persons are employed here. 

26. Bus Garage 


Buses used in Mukachevo and on other local lines are parked fcrthe night 
in several partitioned buildings. There are also some motor repair shops 
located here. About 100 to 150 persons work here. 

27 • Motor Transport Office 

The Motor Transport Office has 50 to 70 vehicles at its disposal and rents 
them to organizations. The office is located in a three-story, dark-gray, 
stuccoed-brick building on Podgorodskaya Ulitsa (Ukrainian: Pidgorodska ) . 
In the courtyard here, there are several garages and repair shops. 

28. Mukachevo Shoe Factory (Mukachevskaya Obuvnaya Fabrika ) 

The Mukachevo Shoe Factory employs about 300 workers. Admittance to the 
factory is by pass. The director is a Hungarian named Fizeshiy (fnu), who 
was an apprentice cobbler during the time of the Czechoslovakian Republic. 
Fizeshiy is about 4? years of age; height, 170 to 175 cm; weight, about 
170 kilos; curly black hair; black eyes. He has been a Communist Bince 
1930. During the time of the Czechoslovakian Republic, there was a little 
narrow street called Brondov Dvor where the factory is now located. This 
street was lined on both sides with small shops of various kinds. With the 
coming of the Soviet regime, the street was closed off and the factory was 
built. 


29. Transformer Station 

The station is in a two-story, red, stuccoed-brick building which has a tile 
roof. There are several transformers here which regulate the current 
received from the power plant in Uzhgorod. 

30. MSB Barracks 

One three-^tory building is located on the street, and there are other smaller 
buildings in a courtyard in the rear. Stationed here are special detachments 
of the MGB whose Job it is to fight partisan units in the woods. These 
troops are directly subordinate to the oblast MGB with headquarters in Uzhgorod. 

31. Opera Theater 

This is a large corner building, yellow in color, with a sheet-iron roof. It 
seats about 2,500 to 3*000 persons. 

32. Skala Movie "Theater

white, and the structure has a cement roof.

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33 . Maintenance and Construction Office 

The fyiainte nance and Construction Office is in charge of repairing all 
municipal buildings and supervises new construction. It :Ls subordinate to 
the City Directorate (Gorupravleniye ) . The Maintenance and Construction 
Office employs about 2,000 workers. This installation consists of two 
buildings, one of which was known as the Chizhmarnya during the time of 
Czechoslovakian independence. It was a large market building for all the 
cobblers of Mukachevo. It is dark-gray, stuccoed building with a tile 
roof. The administrative office of the Maintenance and Construction Office 
is located next door to this building. 

34. Railroad Workers 1 Training School 

This is a large, yellow -brick, corner building, three stories high, with a tile 
roof. This was the Gorozhanskaya (sic) Shkola during the time of the 
Czechoslovakian Republic. 


35. Army Club 

Under the Czechoslovakian Republic, this building was occupied by Sokol, the 
Czech sports organization. It is now used by Soviet Army officers. It is a 
gray brick building with a roof of eternite , an asbestos -cement roofing 
material.

This office in Mukachevo supervises all the forests in the 


Mukachevo Rayon. The administrative offices are located in two, one -story, 
yellow stone buildings in a courtyard. The buildings are about 30 to kO 
meters long and 15 meters wide. 


37 . City Finance Department (Finotdel) 

This is a three -story, gray, stuccoed-brick building. All the offices of the 
Finance Department are located in this one building. 

38 . Fasport Office 

This is a small, gray, two-story building with four or five rooms. New 
pasporta are issued hereo The office is staffed by a director and a few 
other employees. Only persons who are arriving in Mukachevo to take up 
permanent residence are registered at this office; the office does not 
keep a register of other arrivals and departures. There are apartments 
on the second floor of this building. 

39. MVP Building 


This is a large, three-story, corner building of brick construction with a 
tile roof. The following offices are located here; 

a. City headquarters of the militia (gorodskoye otdeleniye militsii). 

b. Rayon headquarters of the militia (rayonnoye otdeleniye militsii). 

c. Operational section (operativnyy otdel) of the MGB. 

d. Military register (voyennyy uchet), where arrivals and departures are recorded. 

e. Passport section (pasportnoye otdeleniye), where arrivals and departures 
are recorded.

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40. Prison 

In t#e courtyard adjoining the MVU building ^?oint 32/Jthere is a small 
prison for the detention of persons whose records area not yet in order. 

Also, prisoners are kept here pending their dispatch to the oblast prison 
in Uzhgorod, 

41. Mukachevo Branch of the State Bank 

This is a two-story brick building, gray stucco, about 35 to 4o meters long 
and 20 meters wide, with a tile roof. 

42. Savings Bank 

This is a three-story, yellow, stuccoed*brick building on Moskovakaya Ulitsa. 
This bank handles the State Loan and saving deposits. It has about 50 to 
6o employees. The upper two floors of this building contain apartments. 

43® Post Office, Telephone, and Telegraph Offices. 

This is a three-or four-story brick building with a tile roof. It is 4o 
to $0 meters long and 15 to 20 meters wide. The telegraph office is 
open 24 hours a day, 

44. Soviet Army Officers * Club 

This is an attractive, three-story, corner building which was formerly occupied 
by the Ukrainian Academy of Commerce (Torgovaya Akademiya), It is a brick 
building with a tile roof. It is about 4o meters from the corner to each 
end of the building and the structure is about 20 meters wide. There is 
a large gymnasium in the courtyard. 

**•5. MSB Building and the Land Office (Zemupravlenlye) 

Ihie is a white, stueeoed-brick building with a tile roof., The structure 
is about 50 meters long and 20 meters wife'... The MOB occupies part of the 
building and the Land OOffice the other part. 

^■6. Knlttlng__Mlll ( Tr i kot a zhnaya Fabrlka ) 

This is a three-story, yellowish, brick building with a tile roof. The 
structure is about 50 to 60 meters long and 30 meters wide. About 300 
to 400 employees work here. 

47. Meat Combine 


This installation was built in 1950-1951* There are several buildings. 

One rather large building houses the administrative offices. There are 
several well-equipped workshops, repair shops, and large garages belonging 
tocthe combine. All buildings are of brick and have tile roofs. 


^8. Tobacco Factory 


This is a very large brick building which is not stuccoed. It is 100 to 
130 meters long and 80 to 100 meters wide. The building has two stories and 
a cement roof. It has large storage rooms. The factory is in operation 
around the clock. It employs 700 to 800 workers. Its main product is 
Verkhovina cigarettes. 


^9* Bakery 


This rectangular, one-story, brick building, with tUe roof^,,«4-.wa*:.b^lt in .1949-1 
Bread is produced by mechanical processes,. The bakery, which operates, on' 
two shifts, makes bread for the entire city and its environs. i

50. Furniture Factory 

, -y— *— * • 

This factory was built during the period from 19^9 to 1952. It occupies 
an area of about 500 meters by 600 meters, One large f three -story building 
in the center of the grounds houses the administrative offices. In 
addition to this, there are about 10 to 12 workshops, which are of brick 
and have a large expanse of glass in the walls j the roofs are made of 
roofing paper. A diesel power plant produces current for the factory's 
exclusive use. The factory was scheduled to go into operation in 1952. 

The plan provided for production of complete sets of high-quality 
furniture, including furnishings for bedrooms, living rooms, kitchens, 
work rooms, and nurseries. Output was set at about 100 suites every 
2k hours, which would make this factory the largest furniture factory in 
the Ukrainian SSR and possibly in the entire USSR. 

51* Agricultural School (Selkhoz-tekhnikum ) 

This used to be the Gospo&arskaya (sic) Shkola, It is a three-story 
building of white, stuccoed brick, about kO by 80 meters in size, with a 
cement roof. In addition to this building, there are several smaller 
structures, including a stable for cows, a hen house, hog pen, etc. 


52. Water Station] 


This is the only water station in Mukachevo. The water is obtained from 
springs and is stored in underground reservoirs here. The water 1b also 
filtered here, | | It 

is pumped into the large round water tower in the center of the water 
station) this tower supplies pressure for all the water used in Mukachevo. 
The electric pumps are located in the small building on the east side 
of the water tower. The larger building on the west side of the water 
tower also has machinery in it, [ 

The stucco building on the south side of the water tank has dwelling 
space for three or four families* Also*vithin the area of the water 
works, which is surrounded by a wire fence, there is ail orchard containing 
about 20 fruit trees. 

53 • Swimming PqoIb 

There is a pool for adults and one for children* This is a very attractive 
place . 

5^. Football Stadium 

This football field is quite attractive and is used every day, 

55* Mukachevo Stadium 

This is a rather good sta&ium^which is enclosed by a board fence. 

56. Food Store (Gafftronom) 

This building, which was once occupied by Battya (sic: jrobably Bata, the 
Czech shoe firm), is on Ploshcbad Stalina, at the corner of Ulitsa Lenina. 
This is the largest gastronom in Mukachevo. 

57* People 1 s Court 

The court is in a two-story, white, stuccoed-brick building with a tile 
or sheet -iron roof. Its dimensions are 50 to 60 meters long and 15 to 20 
meters wide. This is a lower court* The chief public prosecutor 
(glavnyy prokuror) or Judge (sudya) is Ivan Teliga.

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58* Ten-Year School 

This ten-year school is located in a large ^three-story, brick building next 
to the lower court /Point 57 /• ^ exterior of the building is covered 

with yellowish-white stucco. The building's dimensions are 60 by 30 by 
30 by 15 (sic). The Hungarian G-orozhanskaya (sic) Shkola was formerly 
located in this building. 

59. Bridge -building (Mostostroy) and Maintenance Section of the Lvov Railroad 

The mostostroy department of the Lvov branch of the railroad builds and 
maintains railroad bridges, stations, freight houses, railway workers T 
homes, etc. This installation consists of a sawmill, machine shop, and 
office building. The sawmill, which faces on the street, is a wooden building 
with a tar -papered gabled roof. It is 100 meters by 30 meters in size. 

The machine shop is on the west side of the sawmill, is kO by 30 meters 
in size, and is a two-story brick building. The office building behind 
the sawmill is a one-story, white, stuc coed-brick building, which was 
built in 1951. These three buildings are surrounded by a fence which has 
a gate on the street and another leading out to the housing area in the 
rear. This settlement consists of two large dormitories (obshchezhitiya) 
and several new stucco houses along a small street behind the mostostroy . 

All these housing units are for railroad workers and their families . ?he 
dormitories are exactly alike, each being a four- or five-storied, 
stuccoed-brick building with facilities for about 500 persons. The east 
dormitory is for men and the west for women. Most plants in Mukachevo 
have dormitories for their workers, but none are as large or as fancy 
as these for the railroad workers. 

60. Confectionery Factory (Konditerskaya Fabrika) 

From the street one sees a three-story, gray, brick building with tile 
roof. If one enters the court, one sees workshops and warehouses on 
both sides. On the street side, the main building is 20 to 25 meters 
long. This factory puts out all kinds of confectionery and chocolate. 

It employs about 150 to 200 workers and is in operation 2k hours a day. 

6 1. Distillery (Spirt zavod) 

The distillery is located on Ulitsa Dukhnovicha, In 1951-1952, the two 
buildings on Ulitsa Dukhnovicha, both of which house the administrative 
offices, were enlarged; that is, two stories were added making them 
four stories high. These buildings are brick and have tile roofs; 
they are about 40 meters long and 20 meters wide. The distillery itself 
is located in a large building in the courtyard. In additionjthere are 
three or four large water reservoirs, a large dispensary, big storage 
areas, and a garage. On the side 5 there is a large stable; the distillery 
still uses a few horses. All together, the premises of the distillery cover 
an area of about 500 "by ^00 meters . About 200 to 250 persons work here. 

62. Brick and Tile Factory No. 1 (Kirpichno-Cherepichnyy Zavod No. l) 

by 1953 this factory may have been completely 

razed; in 1952 over half of it had been demolished. The liquidation 
was in keeping with plans included in the new 15 -Year Plan. According 
to the provisions for city construction during the first five years of the 
Plan, 1951 to 1955 9 a large park is supposed to be laid out in this area. 

The park will extend to the Latoritsa. River beyond the brewery /not 
shown on plan/ and as far as the bridge across the Latoritsa, on the road 
to Podgorany and Kolchino. The brick and tile factory will be moved 
farther out of town.

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63 • Brick and Tile Factory No, 2

This Vis one of the largest plants in Mukachevo aijihas a yearly production 
plan calling for about 25 million bricks and about 15 million tiles. This 
factory delivers almost all its products to important priority construction 
projects (velikiye stroyki kommunizma). It operates on three shifts and 
employs 600 to 700 workers. Most of the buildings at this factory are 
temporary structures, 

64. Sewing Artel imeni Krupskoy 

This is a rather large artel 'which employs women almost exclusively. It 
makes all kinds of underwear, shirts, overalls, bed clothes, etc. There 
is only one shift with about 150 to 200 workers. Kaganovich (fnu) is the 
president of this artel. 

65. Rayvoyenkomat 

The rayon vovenkomat is located at Ulitsa Xenina, 15, in a three -story, 
yellow, br ick buil ding with tile roof. The building 1 s dimensions are about 
4-0 meters by 15 meters. Major Sabakin (fnu) is in charge of this office. 

66. Grain Procurement Office (Zagotzerno) 

This office is located on Beregovskaya (Ukrainian :Beregi vs ka) Ulitsa. The 
administration building, a two-story, brick, structure with a tile roof > 
fronts directly on the street. Its dimensions are about 30 meters by 15 meters. 
Set back in a courtyard are large warehouses, in which grain and flour -are kept, 

67. Grain Elevator 

This is a very large structure, about eight to ten stories high, about 100 
meters long, and 40 meters wide. It is constructed of brick and has a 
cement roof# Kolkhozy from the entire Mukachevo Rayon turn in their grain 
at this elevator. 

68. Tobacco Workers 1 Settlement 

Most of the workers at the tobacco factory /See Point 4fi/ r live in a settlement 
located here.
